The  object  was  about  five  feet  in  diameter,  and  was  approximately  tne 
S6uae  color  as  a scar  only  brighter.  There  were  no  projections,  such  as  wings, 
noted  by  the  observers. 

The  object  was  in  view  for  only  three  or  four  seconds.  The  driver  stopped 
the  car  and  opened  the  door  to  get  a better  view,  but  the  object  had  disappeared 
by  this  time.  After  getting  oack  into  the  car  the  driver  started  moving  and 
.once  again  saw  the  object  going  south,  approximately  100  feet  above  the  ground. 
The  object  aid  not  fluctuate  as  it  was  moving  along  Route  54.  There  were  no 
sounds  at  anytime  d'uring  tne  observation  nor  any  type  of  vapor  trail;  however, 
there  was  a streak  of  light  abo-t  1^  or  2 feet  long  following  it. 

Another  witness  in  the  car  stated  he  did  not  see  the  object  hit  the  road;
